She has a statue of the Holy Virgin, and 
‘the condensation of the damp upon, it 
persuaded many of the credulous to ber 
Hieve that on sévoral oceasions it wept 
real tears. This “miracle enabled her 
some years ago.to found her sect of Notre-
